Should I buy peaches to freeze? 
Do IT have freezer space? 
will they cost? And do I have the 
time to prepare peaches for freez- 
ing? 

These are some of the questions 
you .need to answer for yourself 
as you shop for peaches in mar- 
kets this month and next. 

For freezing, one good guide 
is ‘‘a peach that’s good to eat to- 
day is good to freeze”. Varieties 
on the market now through Sep- 
tember ist and that resist brown- 
ing include Redhaven, Fairhaven, 
Halehaven and Kalhaven. After 
September Ist, expect Red Skins
